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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species J in the reply filed on 9/30/2004 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 5, 11-15, 18, 21, 23, 26, 27, 29-30, 34-37, 41 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species , 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 9/30/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 , 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure, which is not enabling. Fluid flow controller as claims in all of the independent 
claims, needle carrier recited in claim 2, critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). There is not such language in 
the specification hence the examiner is not sure what the applicant is trying to claim. 

Specification 
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3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. . See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Fluid flow controller as claims in all of the independent 
claims, needle carrier recited in claim 2. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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4. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 16, 19-20, 22, 24-25, 28, 31-33, 38-40 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US Patent NO. 6723068 to Lavi et al. 

Lavi teaches a drug delivery with a barrel having an open proximal and distal end, a 
needle 131 having a first sharpened tip and being operated between an extended potion 
in which the first sharpened tip projects forwardly form the barrel and a shielded potion 
in which the fist sharpened top is shielded to prevent inadvertent contact with the first 
sharpened tip; a cartilage in fluid communication with the needle having a fist chamber 
and a second chamber 116, 102, a plunger 174 and a biasing member 190, and a 
locking clip 268. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 16, 19-20, 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent NO. 3946732 to Hurscham. 

Hurscham teaches a drug delivery with a barrel having an open proximal and distal 
end, a needle having a first sharpened tip and being operated between an extended 
potion in which the first sharpened tip projects forwardly form the barrel and a shielded 
potion in which the fist sharpened top is shielded to prevent inadvertent contact with the 
first sharpened tip; a cartilage in fluid communication with the needle having a fist 
chamber and a second chamber, a plunger and a biasing member .
